Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tine application in condition for allowance because; Applicant has argued that the references of 
record fail to disclose a miniature confocal at or below 3 mm in diameter and 30 mm in length. Applicant has argued that the critical 
objective of the instant application is to provide a field of view of the order of 1 00x1 00 mic minimum and preferably 1 50x1 50 mic. While 
Dickensheets (col 6 II 51 -52) discloses a range of field of view in the order of 80x60 mic m, Dickensheets discloses an optical head which 
is below 3 mm in diameter and 'around' 30 mm in length. The secondary argument to the field of view of the invention, while important to 
the problem of the inventors, is not mentioned as a limitation within the claims at present moment, and as such is not an actual limitation 
of the instant application, only a feature of the specification. Should applicant recite limitations on a field of view, Examiner will then be 
forced to restrict search to miniature systems which provide for a field of view in the limitations recited. 
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
